interests at the location hereinafter stated, for the purpose hereinafter stated, and
from the owner hereinafter stated and/or his successors in interest, and to take
whatever other action may be deemed appropriate to economically effect the
needed acquisitions; said real property interests to be acquired are described in
Exhibits “A,” “B,” “C,” “D,” “E,” and “F,” which are attached hereto and made
a part hereof for all purposes.
